Economist Says Future Holds Both 
Threat And Promise 

Willard L. Thorp, director of 
economic research for Dun and Brad- 
street, Inc., told the American fin¬ 
ance conference that "if depression is 
around the comer behind us, it is 
also around the next comer in the 
future.” 

Thorp said in reference to the 
"next comer” that there “are no 
grounds for assurance that it is not 
there. 

“Already, I find evidence in iso¬ 
lated spots of the appearance of a 
‘boom psychology’,” he said. “With 
expanding consumer purchasing 
power, interest rates low and six 
years of enforced consumer economy 
behind us, some are seeing no limit 
to the current upswing. . . . 

“We seem to be headed for what] 
a British professor calls ‘a period of] 
optimistic error’.” 

The “problems of prosperity,”]

those of depression. . . I know no con¬ 
dition which is more dangerous for a 
business than a period of sustained 
high profits.” 

He asserted there was a need of

Underground Parking For London 

Would Help To Relieve Traffic Prob¬ 
lem In Metropolis 

The world’s metropolis may soon 
have underground parking areas. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha, the British mini¬ 
ster of transport, has suggested to 
the local authorities that they should 
give prompt consideration to the 
powers which parliament extended to 
them under .the Restriction of Rib¬ 
bon Development Act of last year.

Soviets Will Continue To Fight 
“Fascistie Barbarism” 

Moscow. — The usually taciturn 
Joseph Stalin approved a new and 
separate military industry commis¬ 
sariat, which led informed observers 
to believe he wished to accelerate 
Russian armament. 

The idea was the only one accepted 
of the 100,000 suggestions offered for 
j the new constitution which Stalin 
formally presented for ratificatino by 
the eighth All-Union Congress of 
Soviets. 

The new ministry, Stalin said, 
would be evolved from the heavy in¬ 
dustry, commissariats which have

QOAL put Coleman on the map, as it has other towns erf f 
the Crows Nest Pass. Search the records, and you will 
find that first at Feruie, then later in the Alberta section of 
The Pass coal brought all these towns into being. It has 
provided employment for thousands in the actual digging 
and preparing of the coal for market, for railroad men in 
hauling it and millions of dollars have been distributed in 
wages and purchases of mining machinery. It provided op¬ 
portunities for retailers to establish their various businesses, 
and ranks as the most important industry in Alberta, ex¬ 
cept farming. 

^/HAT the future holds is any man’s guess. Ghost 
towns, once prosperous mining centres, are grim re¬ 
minders of the ups and downs of the coal industry. In¬ 
creasing use of fuel oil for railroad locomotives ffirnishes an 
example of how a mine’s output that once ran up to almost 
a million tons in one year can reduce its output that it now 
mines only a fraction of its former output. 

'J'HESE reflections are not made in a pessimistic mood; 

they simply review facts. Increased use of natural gas 
for heating and gasoline for freight and passenger hauling 
on the highways is another factor that has bitten into the 
coal industry.

It may necessitate scrapping hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars worth of equipment; but the long range view is taken in 
order to maintain the supremacy of the mines in this im¬ 
mediate area, and continue to provide profitable employ¬ 
ment for hundreds of mine workers, besides furnishing a lo¬ 
cal market for retail business. 

“QUR Vital Interests are Our Only Politics’’ might well 
be remembered as being particularly applicable to the 
coal industry by all people living in the Crows Nest Pass. 
The mountainous rocky nature of the surrounding territory 
precludes any form of agriculture, sp that all the eggs are 
in one basket. Coal furnishes our livelihood. It requires 
only a very short period of slack time to grimly remind 
everyone here of the fact, and for that reason it is good busi¬ 
ness aud very necessary for their own welfare that all other 
lines of business dependent on the coal industry co operate 
to the full extent of their power in promoting the continued 
use of coal. The industry is a vital factor in Alberta, and 
this bituminous area will increase in importance as general 
conditions improve in the western provinces. We all can 
help in boosting for coal.

Canadian Public Libraries 

Over 21 Million Books Loaned For 
Home Use During The Year 

Public libraries in Canada during 
1935 cost eighteen cents per capita— 
less than two per cent, of the cost 
of public schools, and about ten per 
cent, of the cost of universities and 
colleges. Public libraries in opera¬ 
tion during the year numbered 642, 
and the expenditure on them was 
about two million dollars. They lent 
over 21 million volumes for home use 
and probably between one-third and 
one-half as many more to reading- 
room and reference-room borrowers. 
Canadian public libraries lend two 
books a year for every man, woman 
and child of the population. 

In addition to the public libraries, 
which are primarily urban institu¬ 
tions, travelling libraries circulate in 
every province of Canada. The ob¬ 
ject of travelling libraries is to sup¬ 
plement the book stock of small pub¬ 
lic school libraries and to provide 
some public library service in com¬ 
munities otherwise without any. 
Three universities, Acadia, Dalhousle 
and St. Francis Xavier, conduct such 
a service in Nova Scotia, and Mc¬ 
Gill University circulates libraries in 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces. 
Each of the five most westerly prov¬ 
inces operates a provincial system of 
travelling libraries with headquarters 
at the provincial capital.
